quate protection, and the Fire Department should be 
equipped with walkie-talkies, Simpson said. 

Simpson has been in the dry cleaning business here 
at 280 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. for more than ten years, and 
he contends that the Sierra Madre businessman should 
be represented on the Council. 

IMMEDIATE ACTION should be taken by the city to 
eliminate flood dangers, particularly in the area of N. 
Sunnyside, Michillinda and Canyon Crest. In other areas, 
water is damaging curbs and gutters because of inade¬ 
quate maintenance. A stepped-up program of street main¬ 
tenance throughout the city should be instituted, the 
candidate said. 

Simpson advocates an open line of communication 
between the Council and the public. A businessman on 
the Council, in touch with the residents and willing to 
listen, will help to keep the line open, Simpson adds. 
Courteous treatment of all who address the Council at 
public meetings is also a must if a Council is to serve 
the community. 

In regard to city employes, Simpson says that salaries 
of those in the lower brackets should be increased, and 
state retirement should be provided for all employes, re¬ 
placing the present insurance program. An employe should 
look forward to a three-weeks’ vacation after an estab¬ 
lished period of possibly ten years, which is in line with 
other communities and industry, Simpson commented. 
These considerations would encourage employes to stay 
on the job, rather than remaining here only long enough 
to acquire experience and training for a better paying 
job. 

ADDrnONAL REVENUE to provide in part for his 
proposals could be derived by requiring a business license 
of firms providing door-to-door services in the city. 

Simpson said that he believes department heads in 
city government should participate in the preparation of 
the budget in order that funds can be equitably distributed, 
t If department budgets must be pared, the department 
' head should be consulted to determine where he cutting 
will do he least damage. This is not the present procedure, 

1 the candidate explained. 

Simpson said that if elected he would judge all mat¬ 
ters with an open mind, with regard for the community 
as a whole. 

"I promise that if elected I will faithfully support

and councilman, and support the city bylaws, without 
submitting to pressure from self-interest groups,” the can-
